“- Pansrpent best lave the greatest confidenca 
in his political wisdom. He. is pulling 

_ down thé structure which the political jerry 
buillers reared aller the Révolution, but-he’ 
ig not planning to re-erect’ the rotten 
structure the Reroltition demolished, He 
is: but clearing thesite, so to speak, for a 
more durable’ Wilding. ° Parliament has 
been dissolved, buta new ind more business- 
like “Parliament is contemplated.
